On Buying 
Cutlery 
By ELEANOR. ROSS 


AKE your time when. purchasing 
cutlery for the home and don't 
be: tempted by any so-called “bar- 
gains." We are told: that really 
good cutlery, while it isn't exactly 
cheap, ‘should be in food service for 
around twenty years, which makes 
it an excellent investment. Cheap, 
roorly constructed cutlery is a 
money-enter, since it hasn't a good 
cutling edge and so wastes food 
that has to be cut. 


Whon buying cutlery, look — for 
metal, grind, construction. = There 
are three metols “used for ~ Kood’ 
houschold Itnife blades; carbon stecl, 
high-carbon hardened and tempered 
stalntess steel and chrome vanadium 
alloy steel. . 


The first Is sald to hold its edge 
better but it darkens and stains from 
food acids, which mates it dificult 
to keep clean. Professional chefs 
like St, which is all to the good, 
since hotels und restaurants have 
helped to keep the cutlery gleaming. 
High carbon steel is easy to clean, 
ond in a good grade, holds its cut- 
fing edge very well. Chrome vano-

Historical City of Verona

N common with many a traveller 
we have always had a penchant 
for massive-walled, strongly-fortified 
towns, which is why we often hark 
back to one of our favourites, his- 
torical Verona. 


We remember particularly — the 
massive walls to the northeast on 
the high part of the city, walls built 
around 1537, and when we saw them 
last, still in perfect preservation. 
Above the walls, the bastions and 
“forts, gleaming white 
blue Italian sky and glistening sun, 
compose a remarkable picture. 


Delightful Town 


Veronn itself is a delightful town, 
cand we can. still recall the excite-

{rom Milan to Verona, so rich in

The river Adige, second largest in 
Italy, on which Verona is built, 
makes a huge bend-and almost sur- 
rounds the old part of the town, 
which Is triangular with o rounded 
apex to the northeast.
